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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTIOM  

production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  October,  estimated  at 
54,305^000  gallons,  exceeded  that  of  October  in  every  previous  year  except  1946. 
Output  was  6 percent  more  than  in  October  I96O,  and  was  8 percent  larger  than  the 
1955-59  average  for  the  months  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Compared  with  the 
previous  month,  the  decrease  of  I7  percent  was  less  than  the  21-percent  seasonal  de- 
cline at  this  time  in  i960,  but  was  more  than  the  14-percent  average  decrease  in  the 
preceding  5 -year  period.  Temperatures  averaged  above  normal  in  October  in  most  of 
the  North  Central  and  the  North  Atlantic  Regions,  and  also  in  a portion  of  the 
middle  Atlantic  States  - and  a considerable  area  of  California.  .They  were  below 
normal  in  most  of  the  remainder  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  October  I96O,  changes  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  were 
mixed.  Manufacture  was  off  1 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  and  2 percent  in 
the  West  North  Central.  Output  was  about  the  same  in  the "Mountain  States.  Produc- 
tion was  11  percent  more  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  the  Pacific.  In- 
creases in  the  three  leading  states  were  10  percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  11  percent 
both  in  New  York  and  California.  Output  was  up  h percent  in' the  East  North- Central 
and  3 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Increases  were  shown  in  all  North  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  States,  and  all  East  North  Central  States  except  Ohio.' 

Compared  with  the  1955-59  average  for  October,  increases  in  all  regions  ranged 
from  1 percent  in  both  the  West  North  Central  and  the  South  Central  to  13  percent 
in  the  South  Atlantic.  Production  was  12  percent  greater. in  both  the  North  Atlan- 
tic States  and  the  Pacific.  Output  was  up  I3  percent  in. New. York,  11  percent  in 
California,  and  9 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Output  was -5  percent  more  in  tlie 
Mountain  States  and  7 percent  larger  in  the  East  North  Central..
